AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, AMENDING CHAPTER 8.5, ARTICLE II, 
PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE (“THE CODE 
ENFORCEMENT CITATION ORDINANCE OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY”), BY ADDING TO SCHEDULE “A” 
THE FOLLOWING: SECTIONS 3-1.7 
(OVERCROWDING) AND 3-4.1.1 (OPEN BURNING) OF 
THE PALM BEACH COUNTY FIRE CODE (PALM 
BEACH COUNTY ORDINANCE 98-29); SECTIONS 4- 
1.6.1 (LOCKED EXITS), 4-8.1 (OBSTRUCTED EXITS), 7- 
1.1 (AUTOMATIC SPRINKLER SYSTEMS), AND 8-1.3 
(FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS) OF NFPA 1, FIRE 
PREVENTION CODE, 1997 EDITION, AS ADOPTED BY 
SECTION 1-1 OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY FIRE 
CODE (PALM BEACH COUNTY ORDINANCE 98-29); 
AND CHAPTER 12, ARTICLE III (“FIREWORKS”), 
DIVISION 1, PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE (PALM 
BEACH COUNTY ORDINANCE 98-21); PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 
IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Section 162.21, Florida Statutes. permits local governing bodies to 
establish a Code Enforcement Citation System: and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners adopted a Code Enforcement 
Citation System when it enacted Ordinance 90-45, as amended, known as the Code 
Enforcement Citation Ordinance of Palm Beach County (codified at Chapter 8.5, Article II, 
Palm Beach County Code); and 

WHEREAS, the Code Enforcement Citation Ordinance of Palm Beach County permits 
the assessment of civil penalties against persons violating codes and ordinances as specified 
in Schedule “A” of said Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to add to Schedule “A” of 
the Code Enforcement Citation Ordinance certain provisions of the Palm Beach County Fire 
Code (Palm Beach County Ordinance 98-29) and Chapter 12, Article III (Fireworks), Division 
I, Palm Beach County Code (Palm Beach County Ordinance No. 98-21); and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that the amendments 
to Schedule “A” of the Code Enforcement Citation Ordinance of Palm Beach County, as 
contained herein, will promote, protect and improve the health, safety and welfare of the 
citizens of Palm Beach County. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


PART 1. Chapter 8.5. Article II. Palm Beach County Code. is hereby amended to add the

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the code of laws 
and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of the Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance may be changed to 
“section”, “article”, or any other appropriate word. 

PARTV. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the 
Department of State.
